ARNS WORLD SUPPLY OF 
OIL MUST BE CONSERVED 


Arnold Tells Geologists Science 
Must Explore for New Fields; 
Urges Co-operation 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

DALLAS (Tex.) March 26.—The attitude of the petroleum 
geologist toward the industry which has profited by his science 
was explained here today before the American Association of 
Petroleum Geologists’ convention by Ralph Arnold of Los An- 
geles, one of the foremost consulting geologists of the country, 


Mr. Arnold sounded 
that the world’s oil supply must be 
conserved and that scientific ex- 


ploration must be made for new 
supplies, adding that if thie is done 
the industry will have a long and 
useful life. 

He made a plea for reasonable 
co-operation between the govern- 
ment and the industry because, he 
said, only through co-operation can 
the industry long survive. Scientitic 
men were the first to raise their 
voices against waste and againat 
the popular conception that the oll! 
supply was without limit and the 
only pay for their pains was de- 


even those who laughed have come 
around to the view that there is a 
limit and the whole trend of the 
industry is now toward saving and 
conserving. 


LAND LAWS CHANGE 

“One of the best illustrations of 
this evolution,” he said, “has been 
the changes in our public land laws 
during the last few years.

Tschaikowsky Fourth Giv- 
en Magnificent Reading; 
Tenor Receives Ovation

An unusually large and demon- 
strative audience greeted Walter 
Henry Rothwell, the Philharmonic 
Orchestra and Charlies Marshall, 
American tenor, yesterday afters | 
noon. In spite of a warm day the 
auditorium was filled and the en-| 
thusiasm for the Techaikowsky | 
Fourth Symphony, the Dvorak Car-| 
nival and Charles Marshall's sing-| 
ing of “Vesti la Giubba” from) 
Pagiiacc!, was unmistakably renl. 

The symphony, of course, was 
the big performance of the day. 
Although a long one, it seemed 
short in tte familiarity and its 
brilliance under the Rothwell ba- 
ton. There are new verve and free- 
dom in tte playing and-t!t is in 
such well-known works as the 
Techaikoweky Fourth that its su- 
perority can be realized. It Is «@ 
pity that Los Angeles is 80 or- 
chestrally isolated that few know | 
the high rank of this orchestra’ 
among the musical organizations | 
of the world. Visitors tell of its 
wonders but our own people have 
so little contact with other orches- 
tras to use for comparison. 

It would not be surprising if 
the Philharmonic could play this 
particular symphony without notes. 
Certainly the men play it as if 
they were one man performing a 
concerto without accompaniment. 

Mr. Marshal! gave the Meyerbeer 
tenor aria. Paradiso,” a broad 
rather than a subtle reading. His 
aria from Pagtiace! was splendid, 
displaying a voice of great power 
and an emotional fervor which won 
him an ovation and repeated re- 
calle. He ia one of the few who 
shine with an orchestra and whose 
light is not dimmed thereby. His 
personality is exceptionally pleae- 
ing and ft is safe to predict a big 
success for him upon his return 
to sing with the Los Angeles Op- 
era Company in the fall. 

William McCoy's symphonic prel- 
ude to the opera, “Egypt.” ie a 
piece of good workmanship but 
lacks inspiration. Ite melodies are 
pleasing but not particularly orig- 
inal and their working-out ts ex- 
tremely conventional. . 

Dvorak’s “Carnival” provided a 
colorful finale and brought much 
applause. It is seldom heard here. 
It« gay brilliance captivated the 
audience. 


MORTIMER WINS BY 
SERIOUS ARTISTRY 


Contralto Gives’ Remarkable 
Song Recital of Rare 
Masterpieces 


Myra Mortimer proclaimed her- 


self an artist worthy of serious 
consideration both for her fine 
coneert list and for her manner 
of singing. at the auditorium last 
night. She has a deep contralto 
voice of telling effect. filling the 
big concert-reom edelly. 

Mies Mortimer'’s choice of songs 
would commend her without hear- 
ing. Four songs each, of Bee- 
thoven, Schumann and Wolf and 
a group of old German and Fn- 
giish folk-songs made up the list. 
They were sung with careful re- 
gard for their poetic meaning and 
with reverential attention to the 
purpose of the composers. 

She has a rich and pleasing tone 
quality and her phrasing i is 
smooth and legato. Her voice is 
fresh and unepotied and, although 
Mise Mortimer is not a singer of 
vast experience, she maintains a 
charming poise without the over- 
sophistication which some concert- 
artists affect. She must be pre- 
eminently a fine church singer as 
she takes almost everything at an 
ecclesiastical tempo and she cre- 
atea the impression of having sung 
oratorios. She needs more tem- 
perament and fire and a greater 
sensitiveness to changes In mood. 
Her enunciation could be im- 
proved as she has a way of dis- 
terting vowels and consonants in 
order to make them more sing- 
able that only makes them more 
vague. 

Kingsley’s “Three Fishers,” set 
to music by John Hullah, was 
nobly sung and its tragedy dra- 
mAtically set forth. In this, Miss 


Mortimer reached her most in- 
tense climax. Alexander Lee's 
“Away, Away.” with its long-su- | 
stained tone and ite deep descent 
nto a very low register made such 
a profound impression that it had 
to be repeated. 

The songs of Hugo Wolf were 
especially well dane. The frat, 
"Dank des Paria.” an invocation 
to Brahma, demanded the utmoet 
in musicianship and the formality 
of the second, “Gesang Weryle’s” 
was also fully met. “Der Gaert- 
ner’ and “Tretet Ein, Hoher Krie- 
ger’ were lighter in treatment, 
but decidedly, 4 Micult. spiritually 
and vocally. Mies Mortimer’s con- 
ception was eminently satisfying.

degree of similarity of fundamen- 
tal economic factors as to explain, 
on this ground alone, the close 
movement of the two exchanges or 
as to sugest a necessary domin- 
ating influence of the French frane 
over the Belgian franc.” 

A survey of the Belgian situa- 
tion seems to show that “under- 
lying economic factors which make 
for economic independence in the 
future and in the rate of econemic 
and financial! progress recently at- 
tained ta disclosdd ‘evidence of 
Belgium's ability to solve the prob- 
lem of the etability of exchange. 
From the economic point of view, 
the outlook appears to be full¥ as 
g00d as, if not better, than that of 
several other countries at the time 
that they attempted and success- 
fully accomplished the stabilisation 
of their currencies.” 

That Belgium may very well 
succeed in her plane for the sta- 
bilization of her currency, is ¢x- 
pected for the reason among others 
that she hase made substantial 
progress in the reduction of her 
budget deficits. Similarly she has 
succeeded in bringing down the 
public debt until, according to thé 
most recent figures available. the 
floating debt now equals only about 
35 per cent of the total debt. An- 
other step was the funding of the 
intergovernmental debt to thp 
United States.

For two consecutive months the na- 
tional trade balance has been unfavorable. 
January and February registered an ad- 
verse. balance of $55,000. During the same 
period of 1925 there was a favorable bal- 
ance of $140,000,000. Only twice before in 
Martas thirty years has the national trade balance 
: for February been unfavorable. 

One naturally asks what has occasioned 
this unfavorable tread in world commerce 
and industry, how long it is likely to con- 
tinue and what effect it will have upon the 
industrial life of the country. Before the 
World War adverse trade balances were 
almost unknown. Month after month and 
44506 year after year we exported enough raw 
materials to pay for the excess in manu- 
factured goods that we received from the 
rest of the world and accumulated a very 
comfortable trade balance.

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JULAAN’S SUIT 

The fact that C. C. Julian, ofl and 
mining stock promoter, has sought to re 
cover waning public attention for his enter- 
prises through filing a large damage suit 
against the State Corporation Commissioner 
and The Times gives The Times no partic- 
ular concern.

HE WHITMAN MEMORIAL 

Jo Davidson, the American sculptor 
who designed the heroic group for the 
French government to commemorate the 
first victory, of the Marne and made bronze 
busts of the leaders of the Allies, has been 
selected by New York lovers of Walt Whit- 
man’s work to create a statue of the au- 
thor of “Leaves of Grass,” regarded by 


| many European and some American crit- 


ics as our greatest poet. That he should 


)not have been honored before in some such 


way as is now proposed was largely his 
own’ fault, for he never should have writ- 
ten those verses of an erotic nature which 
many readers of his “Leaves of Grass” find 
so objectionable. 

But this tardy recognition. of a poet 
whose voice was among the major voices 
of this country will please thousands who 
have been thrilled by his majestic “Song 
of the Open Road.” his beautifully tragic 
“Out of the Cradle Endlessly Rocking,” 
his splendid tributes to Lincoln, “When 
Lilacs Last in the Dooryard Bloomed” and 
“Oh, Captain, My Captain!” To have writ- 
ten these two last-named poems, with their 
plaintive and enduring appeal, was to have 


the 
aught m them of passion and power. 


In a way, Walt Whitman was ahead of | 
While he was writing his ragged, | 


his time. 
rhymeless lines Tennyson was singing in 


smooth, lilting cadences, Poe was producing 


verse like the chimes of bells, Longfellow's 
songs were flowing forth in melodious 
phrase and Bryant was putting forth lyri- 
cal poems of careful finish. The standards 
set by tltese and other poets of what is 
known as the Victorian period could not 
safely be defied. Lanier said of Whitman's 
verses that they were “raw collops hacked 
from the rump of poetry.” Other critics 
of forty years ago found similar objections 
to them because of their “crudity” and dis- 
regard of the accepted forms of verse of 
that time. 

But all that has changed. Amy. Lowell 
and other writers of free verse have set 
up different standards from those of the 
Victorian era and largely because Whit- 
man’s is the freest kind of free verse he 
is now hafled by present-day judges of 
poetry as the greatest poet America has 
yet produced. In France this has long 
been the opinion of the cultured group, 
and in England this opinion has lately been 
echoed in no uncertain way. Witaout paus- 
ing to comment upon this averment, it may 
be said that Whitman showed a broad 
sweep of vision and a true understanding 
of the democratic ideals and realities of 
“these States,” as be so often referred 
to them, and “heard America singing its 
varied carols” with a more attentive and 
appreciative ear than any other poet of 
this country. 

Nor was he the “tuneless tyro” he bas 
been called. The wistful appeals of his 
great tribute to Lincoln could never have 
sounded the depths they reached had they 
come from such a singer. It is fit that New 
York, his “Mannahatta,” in which he spent 
many of his best years, should rear a 
statue of him in its great park, and it is 
good to know that this will be done by 
subscriptions to which California, which 
he honored in his splendid “Song of the 
Redwood Tree” and “Facing West from 
California's Shores,” will be permitted to 
contribute.
